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feedings of fruit-flies and termites. Within a week, two males were calling and one was immediately 
moved toa 15 gallon tank with a presumed female. Back in the 30 gallon, where a trio (1.2) remained, 
an egg clutch was discovered within a couple days. The eggs were left on a bromeliad (Guzmania 
albarosea), but disappeared after 2 days. In the coming weeks, several more clutches were noticed, 
some of which were fertile and started to develop in situ, but seem to be cannibalized or trampled; 
which was frustrating. Finally, an attempt was made to hatch the eggs outside of the terrarium. One 
clutch of three eggs was removed and placed in a clean petri dish and kept at 75-80 degrees F with 
no exposure to light. One egg fungused within a day and the others started to develop. After 12 days, 
a second developing egg went bad, leaving one tadpole that hatched at the 14- day mark. The tadpole 
was placed in a 60 mm petri dish and placed back into the tank. Within 1 hour, one of the females 
was investigating, but became startled and moved away. Two hours later, the tadpole was gone! 
Upon investigation, a tadpole approximately the same size was found in the axil of a Guzmania 
sanquinea. It is not known if this tadpole is the same one that was in the petri dish. Feeder eggs were 
. noticed in the axil the following day. Unfortunately, for reasons unknown, the tadpole was not seen 
after the following day and no neonate frogs were noted. So much for manipulating the tadpoles and 
putting them back into the tank. 

The next attempt to raise D. histrionicus tadpoles involved hatching the eggs and raising the 
tadpoles outside the tank completely. The trio was producing two clutches of up to 7 eggs every 10 
days, so there was material to work with. On repeated occasions, tadpoles were hatched and fed 
“confiscated” eggs, but none ever developed past the hind leg stage! The “feeder” egg deposited by 
the female may have different components than the actual reproductive egg that were harvested to 
feed the tadpoles. Several months and nearly 100 eggs went into raising tadpoles, with no luck. 

In early May 1996, just prior to moving the tank to a new facility, the second pair was added 
to the 30 gallon tank containing the trio. This caused a major disturbance and a little sparring action 
was noticed. All five animals learned to live somewhat in harmony while the move took place at the 
end of May. Three weeks later, a neonate, approximately 8 mm long, was discovered inthe Guzmania 
sanguinea leaf axil! The next day, two additional neonates (approx. 8 mm) were found. To my 
surprise, these frogs had raised three healthy froglets in a 30 gallon tank that had been thrown in the 
back of pickup and moved several miles! The neonates were removed and raised on springtails, 
termites and Drosophila. So far their color is very close to that of their parents. One frog that seemed 
30% smaller and somewhat faded, was found dead after 6 weeks, but the remaining two animals are 
eating well and growing fast, nearly 18 mm as of August 15. The trio was again established by 
refnoving the pair introduced in early May. The tanks were completely cleaned out and replanted 
and again to my surprise, eggs were found in both tanks within 72 hours! No new tadpoles have been 
found in either tank, but disturbance has been kept to a minimum. 

In the Fuqua Conservatory at the Atlanta Botanical Garden, we released several adult D. 
histrionicus in late January 1996. A pair has been observed courting among some large Vriesea 
splendens and Streptocalyx sp. Eggs and fully developed tadpoles were found in the Streptocalyx, 
which was a surprise due to the notoriously nasty spines on the leaf blades. About 10 days later, a 
well developed D. histrionicus tadpole was found in a Vriesea hybrid (about 3 meters away from the 
egg laying site described above) that had nearly rotted out and was taken out to be cleaned. The 
tadpole (1.8 cm) was transferred to a 100 mm petri dish and placed in the tank with the D. histrionicus 
trio. The water is changed every other day and it appears the tadpole is being fed. Egg cases and soil 
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mix debris are common in the petri dish but the tadpole is developing hind legs at 
. reticulatus egg offered the tadpole was consumed. At this point, we have hig 
parents! Our next project focuses on the D. histrionicus in the conservatory and whether a breeding 
colony of obligate egg feeders can be established in a public rainforest display.
